The Selectmen meet every other week, but they have, on 
mumerous occasions, shifted from one week to another, as a 
convenience to themselves, 

We don't blame these gentlemen for this, because of the 
nature of their own private business. There is no need of at- 
tempting to have a meeting, if there cannot be a quorum, and 
severaLof the members frequently find that they cannot be in 
Wilmington on a particular Monday evening, hence the 
shifting of dates in order to ensure a quorum. 

The result is that no one knows just when the Selectmer 
are going to meet, and no one knows when the Town Hall is 
going to be open.

Wilmington High School's Driver 
Education course is one of the best 
in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. That is the opinion of Chief 
of Police Paul J. Lynch, and he! 
should know, because his depart- 
ment has never had any trouble with 
a graduate of the course. 

“In common with other Police 
Departments, we have our troubles 
with the teen-age driver,” says Paul 
Lynch, “but not once, have we had 
any occasion to bother with a gradu- 
ate of the Driver Education Course 
of Wilmington High School. If all 
our teen-agers could use the same 
common sense in driving, the 
country would be a lot better off 

Originally started in Newton High 
School in 1932, the Wilmington 
High School started a Driver Edu- 
cation Course in 1939, under the 
leadership of Bernard McMahon, 
now principal of the school. 

The subject was made compul- 
sory for all students taking Civics 
und the length of instructions was 
one period per week per year. In 
1950 Ralph Ambrose took over the 
course, and it was restricted to 
Seniors. In September 1950 Joseph 
Donovan took over the course, be- 
cause Ambrose had heen recalled to 
the colors. 

Gildart Chevrolet Company of 
Wilmington donated a new car to 
the High School, on an annual basis, 
in September 1950, and this com- 
pany has replaced this car every 
year since then. Gildart was only 
‘one of a number of automobile deal- 
ers in the state who was doing this, 
but, characteristically, Gildart rer 
fused to have his name put on the 
car, as other dealers were doing. 
He has kept this policy, in spite of 
the fact that his company loses 
quite a bit of money each year, in 
donating the car to the High School.
